Meeting  Room  Policy  for  Outside  Organizations 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  Commission 
to  allow  outside  organizations  use  of  Library  meeting  rooms  when 
those  facilities  are  not  needed  for  activities  sponsored  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  the  Library.  Such  permission  is  revocable  and  does 
not  constitute  a lease.  Permission  to  use  a Library  meeting  room 
does  not  imply  Library  endorsement  of  the  aims,  policies,  or 
activities  of  any  outside  group  or  organization. 

Eligibility  and  Use 

1.  Permission  to  use  a Library  meeting  room  will  be  granted  to 
another  City  department,  agency,  or  commission,  and  to  public, 
private,  and  non-profit  civic,  cultural,  and  educational  groups 
and  organizations. 

2.  In  scheduling  the  use  of  its  meeting  rooms,  the  Library  may 
grant  priority  first,  to  groups  and  organizations  affiliated  with 
the  Library,  and  second,  to  neighborhood  and  community-based 
groups  and  organizations  from  the  area  served  by  the  particular 
Library  facility. 
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3.  All  meetings  of  outside  organizations  held  in  Library  meeting 
rooms  shall  be  open  to  the  public  (excepting  lawful  executive 
sessions  of  governmental  bodies).  All  meetings  shall  be  publicly 
noticed  in  the  affected  Library  facility  and  in  the  Main  Library 
at  least  72  hours  in  advance  of  the  meeting. 

4.  No  outside  group  or  organization  using  a Library  meeting  room 
shall  charge  an  admission  fee  or  sell  any  material  or  service  for 
private  profit  or  gain.  Groups  and  organizations  may,  however, 
conduct  such  customary  activities  as  collecting  dues  or  coffee 
money.  Groups  and  organizations  formed  to  support  the  programs 
and  activities  of  the  Library  may  use  Library  facilities  for 
fundraising  activities  which  further  that  support. 

5 . The  Library  reserves  the  right  to  monitor  any  meeting  held  in 
its  facilities  (excepting  lawful  executive  sessions  of 
governmental  bodies)  to  ensure  no  unlawful  activities  are 
occurring  on  Library  premises. 

6.  Permission  to  use  a Library  meeting  room  shall  be  obtained  at 
least  one  week  prior  to  the  scheduled  meeting  date.  The  Chief  of 
the  Main  Library  and  the  Chief  of  Branches  may  grant  exceptions 
to  this  requirement  when  the  need  for  the  meeting  arose  under 
circumstances  that  did  not  allow  compliance  with  the  one-week 
requirement.  Applications  for  use  of  a meeting  room  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  head  of  the  branch  library  or  reading  center 
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where  the  room  is  located,  or  in  the  case  of  the  Main  Library,  to 
the  Chief  of  the  Main  Library.  All  applications  shall  be  public 
records  and  shall  be  available  for  inspection,  both  at  the  branch 
library  or  reading  center  and  at  the  Main  Library.  No 
application  for  a meeting  of  less  than  six  (6)  persons  shall  be 
accepted. 

7 . The  Library  may  impose  reasonable  conditions  for  the  use  of 
its  meeting  rooms  to  ensure  that  piiblic  or  private  property  is 
not  damaged  through  use  of  its  facilities,  and  to  ensure  that  the 
comfort,  convenience,  safety,  or  welfare  of  the  public  is  not 
disturbed.  Unlawful  activity  shall  not  be  permitted. 

8.  The  Library  reserves  the  right  to  revoke  or  modify  permission 
to  use  its  meeting  rooms,  or  to  modify  conditions  imposed  on  the 
use  of  those  rooms,  where  necessary  to  adapt  to  the  operational 
needs  of  the  Library  or  the  needs  of  Library  users  afforded  a 
higher  priority  under  Section  2 of  this  policy.  The  Library 
further  reserves  the  right  to  deny  applications  for  use  based  on 
the  availability  of  space,  frequency  of  use,  or  requests  for 
space  by  other  groups  and  organizations. 

9.  Denial  of  an  application  may  be  appealed  to  the  City 
Librarian,  who  shall  render  a decision  in  writing.  If  the  City 
Librarian  denies  the  appeal,  the  applicant  may  appeal  to  the 
Library  Commission.  All  appeals  shall  set  forth  in  writing  the 
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basis  of  the  appeal  and  shall  include  a copy  of  the  application. 


10.  Meeting  rooms  shall,  in  general,  be  available  only  during 
normal  business  hours  of  the  branch,  reading  center,  or  Main 
Library.  Under  special  circumstances,  and  by  prior  arrangement 
with  the  Chief  of  Branches  or  the  Chief  of  the  Main  Library, 
permission  may  be  granted  for  use  of  a meeting  room  when  the 
facility  is  closed.  The  Library  reserves  the  right  to  collect 
reasonable  reimbursement  for  any  additional  costs  incurred  for 
use  of  a meeting  room  during  closed  hours. 

11.  Permission  may  be  granted  to  groups  and  organizations  for 
multiple  meetings  over  a period  not  to  exceed  six  (6)  months. 
Groups  whose  meetings  are  tied  to  a school-year  calendar, 
however,  may  be  granted  permission  for  multiple  meetings  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  nine  (9)  months.  Renewal  applications  may 
be  submitted;  prior  use  of  Library  meeting  rooms  shall  not 
entitle  applicants  to  future  use. 

12.  The  City  Librarian  is  authorized  to  issue  rules  that  are 
consistent  with  this  policy  and  further  its  implementation.

Street  it  will  be  sharing  that  site  with  a reading  center  which 
will  not  be  open  on  Saturdays.  Although  the  Reading  Center  will 
also  be  closed  on  Mondays  there  will  usually  be  one  staff  person 
there  to  direct  Library  for  the  Blind  patrons  to  the  lower  level. 
Since  a large  part  of  Library  for  the  Blind's  collection  is  stored 
on  the  upper  floor  with  Presidio  Branch  materials  there  is  also  a 
safety/staffing  concern.  Anytime  there  are  no  Presidio  Branch 
staff  on  duty  someone  from  Library  for  the  Blind  will  need  to 
escort  patrons  upstairs  both  for  the  patron's  safety  and  to 
maintain  the  security  of  the  equipment  and  materials  on  the  upper 
floor .

o The  Library  for  the  Blind  Advisory  Committee  favor  the 
change  with  the  understanding  that  a quarterly  "Sneak 
Previews"  program  will  be  held  on  Saturdays. 

0 The  regional  Libraries  for  the  Blind  and  Print 
Handicapped  in  Sacramento  and  Los  Angeles  as  well  as  the 
other  subregional  library  in  Fresno  are  all  on  a Monday 
through  Friday  schedule.

The  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  proposes  the 
relocation  of  the  bicycle  rack  that  is  currently  located  on  the 
pedestrian  sidewalk  south  of  the  main  entrance  to  the  Main  Library. 
The  proposed  relocation  requests  the  bicycle  rack's  return  to  its 
prior  location  on  the  upper  level  south  sidewalk.  This  relocation 
will  bring  the  rack  into  a better  visibility  range  for  Main  Library 
Security  Staff  and  will  allow  for  improved  security.

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MEETING  ROOM  POLICY

(rev.  7/88) 


A.  Basic  Policy 

' It  is  the  policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  to  provide  meeting  rooms 
and  conference  facilities,  on  a space  available  basis,  to  other  city  departments, 
agencies  and  commissions,  and  to  public  and  private  non-profit  civic,  cultural 
and  educational  groups  and  organizations.  In  scheduling  the  use  of  meeting 
rooms,  priority  will  be  given  to  programs  sponsored  or  conducted  by  the  library 
or  which  deal  directly  with  issues  involving  library  services. 

Permission  to  use  library  meeting  room  facilities  does  not  imply  library 
endorsement  of  the  aims,  policies,  or  activities  of  any  group  or  organization. 

B.  Eligibility 

Approved  of  requests  by  outside  groups  and  organizations  for  meeting  room  space 
will  be  based  on  compliance  with  the  following: 

1.  All  meetings  shall  be  open  to  the  public  except  for  authorized 
executive  sessions  of  city  commissions  and  business  meetings  of 
private  non-profit  organizations. 

2.  No  admission  fee  may  be  charged.  No  materials  or  services  may  be 
sold  for  private  profit  or  gain.  Groups  may  conduct  such  customary 
organization  activities  as  collecting  dues  or  coffee  money  from  their 
members  and  others  attending. 

3.  Programs  which  recruit  for  a course  or  program  for  which  a charge 
is  to  be  made  will  not  be  approved. 

4.  Requests  for  the  use  of  meeting  rooms  will  be  denied  if  the  proposed 
use  of  the  room  is  unlawful. 

The  library  may  impose  reasonable  conditions  prior  to  or  at  the  tifne  of  approval 
of  requests  for  use  of  facilities  for  meetings  and  conferences  in  order  to  insure 
that  public  or  private  property  is  not  damaged  and  that  the  comfort,  Convenience, 
safety  or  welfare  of  the  public  is  not  disturbed.  Such  conditions  may  be  imposed 
on  a permittee  after  the  permit  application  has  been  approved  if  information  is 
received  by  the  library  after  such  approval  which  would  provide  reasonable 
grounds  for  the  conclusion  that  they  are  justified. 

C.  Scheduling 


1.  Groups  may  request  to  schedule  a series  of  meetings  for  a period  not 
to  exceed  six  months  except  for  groups  whose  activities  are  organized 
around  a school  year,  in  which  case  the  period  may  not  exceed  nine 
months. 

2.  In  the  main  library,  public  and  private  non-profit  civic,  cultural 
and  educational  groups  and  organizations  may  schedule  single  meetings 
during  hours  that  the  library  is  open.  Meeting  space  must  be 
requested  three  months  in  advance. 
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D.  Costs 

Groups  which  occupy  meeting  rooms  at  times  when  the  library  is  closed  to  the 

public,  or  at  times  when  library  staff  are  not  regularly  scheduled  on  duty  in 
. the  building,  will  be  required  to  reimburse  the  library  for  additional  costs 

incurred  in  providing  custodial  and  security  services. 

E.  Rules 

1.  Food  and  beverages  may  not  be  offered  or  consumed  in  branch  or  main  library 
meeting  rooms  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  City  Librarian  or  his 
designee. 

2.  Any  groups  consisting  predominantly  of  people  under  the  age  of  18  must  have 
adult  supervision  during  the  use  of  the  meeting  room. 

3.  Groups  must  take  the  responsibility  of  removing  any  equipment,  materials, 
utensils  and  leftovers  after  use- of  the  facility. 

4.  Storage  facilities  may  not  be  used  for  flammable  materials.  Food  kept  in 
storage  areas  must  be  kept  in  tightly  closed  plastic  or  metal  containers. 

5.  Violations  by  sponsoring  groups  of  these  rules  will  be  sufficient  cause 
to  cancel  approved  programs  previously  scheduled.  In  addition,  groups  who 
have  violated  these  rules  may  be  allowed  future  use  only  after  posting  a 
bond  in  order  to  cover  additional  costs  of  monitoring  the  group's 
compliance  with  the  regulations.  If  the  group  thereafter  uses  the 
facilities  in  compliance  with  the  regulations,  the  bond  requirement  shall 
not  be  required  for  future  approval. 

F.  Appl ications 

1.  Requests  for  meeting  room  space  should  be  made  on  forms  provided  by  the 
library.  Requests  for  use  of  main  library  facilities  should  be  submitted 
to  the  Chief  of  the  Main  Library;  requests  for  branch  meeting  facilities 
should  be  submitted  to  the  branch  librarian. 

2.  Requests  which  are  denied  for  reasons  other  than  the  unavailability  of 
space  may  be  appealed,  in  writing,  to  the  City  Librarian  and  if  necessary 
to  the  Library  Commission.  Any  appeal  should  be  accompanied  by  a copy  of 
the  original  request  and  should  set  forth  the  reasons  why  the  negative 
decision  should  be  modified  or  reversed. 

Cancellation  of  scheduled  meetings  or  imposition  of  bond  requirements  by 
the  library  may  be  appealed,  in  writing,  to  the  City  Librarian  and  if 
necessary  to  the  Library  Commission.  Any  appeal  should  set  forth  the 
reasons  why  the  decision  should  be  modified  or  reversed.
